The College Site.
Property for Holy Cross College was

purchased less than a year ago and the
erection of the central or main portion of
the building was begun the latter part of
last January and It was completed fully a
month, before the date called for in the
contract The land of this institution
comprises a tract of five acres known as
the Rosemont estate, fronting five hun-
dred feet on Harewood Road, just opposite
the Soldiers Home grounds. The site Is
almost the highest point in this vicinity,
well covered with shade and fruit
From the college building a view can be
obtained of the country for miles around
reaching- - Into Maryland, beyond

to the expanse of the Potomac
River from the Arsenal to Alexandria, and
the Virginia shoes beyond, and to the
heights of Georgetown, making this loca-
tion a most admirable building site.

The plans for Holy Cross College as
drawn by A. von Herbulis, the architect,
embody some of the most attractive fea-
tures ot such famous and imposing struct-
ures as the Palazzo Jarnese of Rome and
the Llchtenstein Palace in Vienna, while
the style is the pure classical, Corinthian
architecture, perfect and clear-c- ut in all
its details.

The exterior of the edifice 13 built of In-

diana limestone, perfectly smooth, with
trimmings of Vermont granite. Iq general
structure it i3 imposing but simple, with
only a small amount of ornamentation to
bring out the external beauties of the
building, so that the edifice has both dig-

nity and repose. The building has a front-
age of 136 feet with a width of 42 feet at
the ends and 48 feet at the central portion.

HcauticH of the Front.
The central front Is a balcony extension

built at the first floor of four sandstone
columns connected by circular arches, form-

ing an entrance to a small porch, which is
accessible from a flight of granite steps

Himt the Floor Are Pliiimed.

A suite of three rooms faglng the Corin-

thian balcony on the second floor, with an
extra room on either side, is to be reserved
for guests of the college. Three looms
on either side "of these, extending to each
end, and ten rooms in the rear half of
this floor are to be used as sleeping apart-
ments for the students, as will also the
eleven front and ten back rooms on the
third floor. All the rooms are large and
airy, ranging In size from 9x16 feet to
12x18 feet, provided with both gas and
electric light and hot water heat in large
gilded radiators. The walls are finished
with plaster and the floors are of hard
wood, waxed. In all there are sixty-fo-

apartments in the building, affording ac-

commodations for about fifty-fiv- e students.
The basement contains, besides thecullnary
department, dining room, provision room,
wine cellar and boiler rooms, a billiard
and recreation room, 14x36 feet, and a

gymnasium.

The Collepre Grounds.
The grounds about the building are fast

being arranged and put in good condition,
with a road bed leading from Harewood
Road to the front entrance, where a road
fifteen feet wide and an outer path three
feet wide encircle a large fountain which

to contain rocks, water lilies and gold-
fish, surrounding which is to be a flower
bed three feet wide.

Architect AT von Herbulis' plans
provide for two magnificent wings- - which
will add forty-tw- o feet additional frontage
to each end and be 108 feet In length or
depth, thus entirely harmonizing with the
part already built and forming one Im-

pressive and inspiring whole which will
make Holy Cross College In point of ar-
chitectural beauty compare very favorably
with the many beautiful buildings for
which Washington is so celebrated. The
front centre of each wing will be a smaller
reproduction of the imposing central fea-
ture of tho structure with two double
Corinthian columns extending from, a
small balcony and supporting a small ga-

ble. The roof will have three pitches, the
central portion being elevated.

Its Pnrpose and Scope.
While Holy Cross College is mainly de-

signed for students belonging to the prov-
inces of the United States, there will also
be in attendance a certain number ot mem-
bers of the congregation who will come
from Canada and Europe. Only te

students will be accepted, the gradu-
ate and undergraduate work being- com-
pleted at the well-kno- University of
Notre Dame, Ind. They will come here to
complete their theological studies, and, in
addition to work done in their own house,
will follow some of the lectures and courses
in the Catholic University, particularly
those who want to specialize in any branch
of study. All specialists in the institution
will study for the doctorate In theology of
the Catholic University. Most of the stu-
dents will prepare themselves for future
work in the various educational institu-
tions conducted by the Congregation of the
Holy Cross in both the New and the Old
World, or they will prepare themselves for
missionary and cognate work.

In connection with the college. Very
Rev. John A. Zahm, C. S. P.. the provin-
cial, proposes organizing at Notre Dame
University a special school for candidates
for the priesthood who have not the means
of educating themselves. Many young
men who are eager to devote themselves
to the service ot the church of God are
often unable to do so because their par-
ents cannot meet the heavy expenses Inci-
dent to the long and arduous courses of
study through which the students must
pass before they can be raised to the dig-
nity and station of the priesthood and a
helping hand will bo extended these ambi-
tious and deserving youths.

The Holy Cross congregation was the
third religious order to establish a house
ol studies in connection with the Catholic
University, opening in 1895 in rented quar-
ters in Brookland in the immediate vi-

cinity of the university. The size of their
house, which accommodated fifteen stu-
dents, became entirely inadequate to meet
the Increasing demands fully a year ago.- -

Fifteen students have already arrived for
this year's work from Notre Dame Uni-
versity, Ind., and ten others are expected
from Canada in a few days. An increase
in the faculty of the college will shortly
be made.

MANAGER CALLTJIfl: IN COURT.

X Charge Tlmt "Wires "Were Illegally
Strung 7y HI Company.

R. G. Calluin, the manager of the Mu-

tual District Messenger Company, was ar-
raigned in Police Court yesterday charged
with stringing wires illegally on Colum-
bia Road. Attorneys Berry and Minor
were retained as counsel for the defence,
and Prosecuting Attorney Pugh represent-
ed the Government. The defendant, when
placed on the stand, denied knowledge of
the offence with which he was charged,
and stated that he had given bis men
rodtive Instructions not to string wires
in any place which would be In violation
of the law. The attorneys for the defence
claimed that the act for Avhlch tho charge
was brought was not In violation of tho
law, as the wires, in this instance, were
strung on private property.

Mr. Pugh claimed that tbe law means
that a wlro for the transmission ot elec-
tricity, whether on public or private prop-
erty, cannot bo strung without a permit
from the Commissioners. Judge Kimball
requested that the attorneys submit to him
briefs giving each side of the case, that
he might weigh tbe matter carefully be-

fore rendering his Judgment. Mr. Callum
was released upon his personal bonds to
appear in court when the case is finally
disposed of.

THREE DIVORCES GRANTED.

A Trio of "WIvci C runted Leral

Three petitions for divorce were grant-
ed yesterday by tlie justices of the Su-

preme Court of the District Justice Bar-
nard, sitting In Equity Court, signed a de- -
creo of divorce In the case of Elizabeth
M. Clark, who. asked separation from her
husband, John R. Clark. The divorcee
was also permitted to resume her maiden
name, Elizabeth M. Stoibel.

In Equity Court No. 1, Justice Hagner
granted divorce to the petitioners in the
cases ot Mary E. Guild against her hus-
band, Alexander J. Guild, whom she
charged with desertion, and Mary Slmms
against her husband, William F. Slmms,
on tho same grounds. Mrs. Simms was al-
lowed to resume her maiden name, Mary
Saylcs.

Protecting; the Vublic AxnluMt b'eulji-ert- i.

The railroads running to Chicago have
been obliged to take extraordinary meas-
ures to overcome the forgeries and other
crimes committed by ticket scalpers.
Heretofore the stamps and signatures re-
quired on return tickets sold at reduced
rates to large gatherings have been freely
counterfeited by the "scalpers," or ticket
brokers, and the work was so skillfully
done as to readily deceive conductors.
AU" companies have now devised a spcial
seal with an embossed design similar to the
lathe work used on paper money, and this
has been copyrighted. If this seal Is coun-
terfeited the culprits will be prosecuted in
the United States courts. Heretofore
prosecutions of this kind have been in
State courts, where the money and influ-
ence of tbe rich brokers bad more or leas
effect They will not so readily risk prose-
cution in the Federal courts. But what a
comment on our laws is found in the ne-

cessity of the roads which have to adopt
such measures to protect themselves from
wholesale fraud. Congress should wipe
the parasitical pcalpurs out of existence,
as has already been done In Pennsylvania.

The resignation of Joseph Shilllngton,
one of the assistant United Statea attorneys
for the District of Columbia,, was ten
dered the head of the office yesterday, with
the understanding that it will "take effect
on the closing of the coijrts tomorrow.
The resignation was accepted by District
Attorney Anderson, who named Thomas C.

Taylor as the successor to Mr. Shlllington.
The resignation of Mr. Shlllington wa3
generally discussed yesterday at the City
Hall, everyone expressing regret at his
determination to sever hfs.connection with
the District Attorney's office, where, dur-

ing the last two years, he has scored many
successes.

This step Is taken by Mr. Shilllngton, It
Is rumored, because of the action ofDIstrict
Attorney Anderson In reduefpg the salaries
of some of the assistants in his office.

While it is unofficially stated that Mr,
Shilllngton's annual salary was reduced
from ?2,800 to ?2.000 a year, this statement
Is not authenticated. In ffcc"t, there was
a rumor last week to the effect that in
connection with the reduction of tho sala-
ries of other assistants in the District
Attorney's Office, Mr. Shilllngton's pay
would only be reduced ?300. When the
rumor was first put in circulation that It
was the purpose of District Attorney An-
derson to make a graded reduction of the
salaries of his assistants and.aome oL,the
clerical force, he was asked about the re- -'
port, but refused at that time to make
any statement further than to say that
nothing definite had been decided upon.

A close friend of the District Attorney
stated, however, that it such action was
taken by General Anderson It would be for
the purpose of increasing- - the number of as-

sistants in the office from four to five.
This increase has been made by the ap-

pointment of Mr. Thomas C. Taylor. In.
this connection it was stated as rumor that
the salary of the appointee is to be $2,500
per annum.

District Attorney Anderson, when asked
about the matter, stated that Mr. Shilling-to- n

tendered his resignation, and that
it had been accepted. This, he said,
was done by Mr. Shilllngton, hot because
of any friction between him and the head
of the office, but he believed it his duty to
himself to return to his private practice,
which had increased to such degree as to
require his entire personal attention.

General Anderson then? stated that
Thomas C. Taylor, who was appointed an
assistant in the office some ?lme hgo, would
take the place of Mr. ShillingtotfS Further
than this he did not anticlpate'there would
be any other changes,

When asked what part the" rumor in re-

lation to the reduction of salaries In the
office played in Mr. Shilllngton's retire-
ment. District Attorney Ande-n?o- stated
that he would not discuss "that subject at
this time, but later would make sf'statement
in reference to the matter. ,&' '

There will be no new appointment made.
District Attorney Anderson 'Said. To provide
for the vacancy made by tflo resignation
of Assistant District Attorney If John Et
Laskey, tendered some days ago. The
duties performed by Mr. Dcskey; General
Anderson said, will in the'ituture be at-
tended to by Assistant BIstrlctuAttoruey
Ale. C. Semmes, who "is quItcvfamlHar

DRUGGIST ABTiT.Ii ON "TRIAL.

A bottle of the
stuff was purchased by Inspector Lynch
of the Health Department, and analyzed
by Professor Hird, the District Chemist.
Messrs. Lipscomb and Colbert are the at-
torneys for the defence. Assistant Dis-

trict Attorney Pugh is conducting the
prosecution.

After some difficulty In securing the
proper number of unchallenged jurors,

Con-
tinuing, he said that the inspector did not
arrest every druggist in Washington, but
only a few, thereby showing unjust dis-

crimination. He then showed the jury
that the United States Pharmacopeia does
not mention Hoffman's anodyne, nut does
give a formula for the manufacture of
compound spirits of ether, a preparation
of the same class, but totally unlike It
Continuing he explained the evaporating
powers of ethereal oil, that it Is claimed
was not in the medicine, and said that it
was no irore possible to hold that oil in
the battle than it was for the police of
the city to hold Dorsey Foultz. That the
goods in question had been purchased
from one of the largest wholesale drug-
gists In the country under a guarantee of
belng in perfect condition. Mr. Pugh then
said if the defence could produce the
guarantee he would nolle prosse the case
Immediately. Mr. Lipscomb said he hoped
to be able to do so this m'qrnlnfc. At 4
o'clock the court adjourned and.'jthe cas&
was continued until this morning at

The letter was referred
to the Sealer ot Weights and Measures for
enquiry, and his report, as received by the
Commissioners yesterday, Is as follows:

As I understand it, the law iass-e- l by Consr
dos not exempt any scale in the District from
inspection and sealing, and wp have no discretion
in the matter. The enclosed letter states that the
platform scale arc only used for verifying the
wciBht of merchandise sent out from the seneral
store to the various branches. In my opinion it
is qnite as necessary that the scales referred to
be. properly inspected and sealed as those- of any
other dealer, for the protection of the managera
of the branch stores, as a settlement with the
general store Is made in accordance with the
weights shown on these scales.

Commissioner Wight approved of the
opinion, and directed that the beeL com-
pany be notified of his action.

BONDS OE DETECTIVES.

Attorney DnvnII'H Opinion Concern-
ing: Their execution nntl Form.

At the request of Commissioner Ross,
Attorney Andrew B. Duvall yesterday ren-

dered an opinion in regard to bonds of
private detectives, a question having been
raised in the executive office of the Dis-

trict as to whether such bonds should be
made out to the District ot Columbia or
the Commissioners. Mr. Duvall stated
that he thought all the bonds should be
made out to the District under the follow-
ing conditions:

That if said shall well and truly per-
form all a'nd iinjjular the duties of his olfice of
private detective as aforesaid, and hold and tave
harmless the said District and its Commission-
ers from any all los, cost, damage, or expense
during his term of service as uch private detec-
tive, then this obligation to b void and of no
effect; otherwise to be and remain in full force
and virtue in law.

Mr. Duvall also suggested that the bond
be so changed that it will expire within
one year from the date of its original exe-

cution.
